ful and conservative estimate of Bryan's 
majority in Kentucky. He bases his esti- 
mate on a careful poll of the State, having 
for some time past been carrying on an 
extensive eorrespondence with his acquain- 
tances throughout Kentucky. Among his 
correspondents were Bryan Democrats, gold 
Democrats, Republicans and Populists, and, 
after carefully comparing the statements 
made in several hundred letters, he has 
figured out closely the vote in each county. 
As à result, he claims that a clear ma- 
jority of at least 15,000 is shown for Bryan 
on a most conservative tabulation of the 
estimates contained in the many letters, 
while a fairly reasonable estimate will give 
Bryan twice thig majority.

SHE KILLED HIS BROTHER. 


Provided With Money, an Escort and 
a “Jag,” the Murderess Took 
In the Town.

Maud Lewis, who murdered Senator Pete 
Morrissey in May, 1895, entered the City 
Dispensary about midnight Thursday and 
had a badly bruised face dressed. 

She was drunk and violent. 

„Eddie Morrissey knocked me down and 
kicked me,” she said to Dr. Lippe, who 
asked her where she got her hurts. 

She then cursed Ed Morrissey vehement- 
ly, and said she would “provide him with a 


wooden overcoat.” 8 
We met in a saloon on Twelfth street, 
said the woman, and I spoke to him. He 
cursed me, and called me a murderess. 
I told him he didn’t have any call to abuse 
me because Pete was killed, for he got the 
good of it. ‘You’d have to go to work if 
Pete was alive,’ said I. , 
“Then he knocked me down and kicked 
me. I'n kill the—.”’ 
But at this juncture Mme. Lewis’ observa- 
tions became too indecorous for publication. 
She saw a reporter in the group that had 
gathered, and she recalled that he wrote un- 
kind things about her when she murdered 
Senator Morrissey. 
She swore vigorously at the reporter. He 
laughed, and she got her 225-pound frame 
in motion. The light of battle was in her 
eye, and but for the restraining influence 
of two pairs of strong hands she would have 
thrashed that reporter then and there. 
After she got quiet again she was asked 
where she lived. 
“Over on Wash street in the same old 
. where Petie died,” said she; then 
sh niffed a little and swore some more 


this.“ 

And she hoisted her dress and showed 
a protuberance in her stocking that looked 
like a big roll of notes. 

The women was in such a violent mood 
that Dr. Lippe thought it would be proper 
to have her locked up. .He telephoned to 
the Four Courts, and Detective Anderson 
was sent to the Dispensary to take charge 
of the virago. 

She heard Dr. Lippe telephone and 
slipped quietly out of the Dispensary. 
When Anderson arrived she could not be 
found. The police let the matter drop, as 
they thought Ed Morrissey was able to 
take care of himself. 

Morrissey’s story of his encounter with 
his late brother’s mistress and murderess 
differs materially from that told her. 

“T was in my saloon,” said orrissey, 
‘when a woman entered. I didn’t notice who 
she was till after she had called me back 
into the wine room. She was drunk and 
cursed me, I told her to get out and she 
said she was going to kill me, as she had 
my brother. She had something in her 
hand; I couldn't tell what. She rushed at 
me and I caught her by the arms and threw 
her out. I threw her pretty hard for I was 
angry. Maybe she struck something as ehe 
fell and got a black eye, but I didn’t strike 
her. I don’t want her to come in my place, 
and I will not it it. She is a murderess 
and wouldn’t hesitate to put a bullet in 
me.“ 

Maud visited a number of saloons before 
she reached the resort on Twelfth and 
Clark avenue, kept by her victim’s brother.

Every company in town has posted in its 
office a warning to conductors that coun- 
terfeits are being circulated and instruct- 
ing them to have any person arrested who 
attempts pass bad money.

St. Louisans May Be Forced to Seek 


Solace From the Tallow Candle 
of Their Grandparents. 


Users of gas for Ughting purposes have 
a complaint to register against the Laclede 


Gaslight Co. 
The gas furnished by the company has 


deterioated until at present it is very little 
better as an illuminating agent than the 
tallow dip of our grandfathers. 

The inferiority has been growing more 


apparent ever since the Laclede company 
made a cut in rates at the beginning of 
this year. Before that time the gas was 
not all that could be desired, but it was 
bright enough to read by, at least. After 
the cut the lights were about the same as 
before for awhile and then, for some reason 
best known to the Laclede Gaslight Co., 
the luster of the never-too-brilliant jets, 
was dimned. 

Within the past few weeks there has been 
a drop in quality of the gas so pronounced 
as to cause indignation among families all 
over town. 

This condition is confined to no particular 
2 but exists wherever gas is used for 

ghting purposes, 

Where formerly one gas jet would serve 
to illuminate a room two and sometimes 
more are required to give the * amount 
of light at present. In many ffstances a 
cluster of lights affords little more il- 
lumination than should be furnished by @ 
single burner if the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
would tote fair“ with its patrons. 

The fact that the gas is not what it used 
to be, and not nearly what it should be, 
cannot be denied. Anybody who uses 1 
can testify to that. In scores of house- 
holds the Laclede Co.’s product cannot be 
used for many purposes. Anywhere from 
two to four jets are required to give light 
enough to read a newspaper without strain- 
ing the eyes. Even then the light has im- 
perfections which become more apparent 
as the supply is increased. 

The white, steady flame of other days 
seems to have departed, like some other 
good things which flourished before corpor- 
ations grew so strong as to be independent 
of their patrons. 

In its place is a sickly looking yellowish 
flame that splutters and throws off impuri- 
ties. 

The impurities are thrown in gratis. 

They also go through the meters and help 
the mysterious little wheels to go around. 

If the Laclede Gas Co. were laying itself 
out to furnish a profanity provoker it 
could not do better. 

The good old coal ofl lamp is still abroad 
in the land. The lede company’s sub- 
scribers are forced to use lamps for many 
purposes at present. Coal ofl lamps. are on 
the dinner tables of many families. 

The reason for the falling off in the qual- 
ity of the Laclede company’s product is a 
matter of speculation. 

In a burst of generosity the company less 
than a year ago cut down the price of gas 
from $1.25 to $1 a cubic foot. 

It may be that the company’s ex- 
cessive modesty is hiding its light under a 
bushel lest it be embarrassed by public 
approval of its generous act in cutting its 
price from an exorbitant figure to one less 
exorbitant. 

It may be that the company is yg to 
hedge so as to come out even on the deal. 
In either event the gas now supplied is not 
worth the money paid for it. 

It is charged that since the cut the com- 
pany has used cheaper appliances for pro- 
ducing the gas and has, besides, mixed 
water gas with the coal gas, so as to make 
it less 8 to the flrm. 

The inferior product works the meter 
just the same as the old. After the gas 
gets through the meter the corporation has 
no further interest in it. 

Despite the fact that patrons in all parts 
of the city have the evidence of their 
senses that the gas is inferior, Secretary 
and General Manager Alexander Ross in- 
= that it is as good as it ever was. He 
said: 

The appliances used in making our prod- 
uct are the same as we have always used. 
Our gas ig a mixture of water gas and 
coal gas in about equal proportions. We 
1 the same proportions now as we 

id before the cut. If the lights are in- 
fertor, is is due to purely local causes. 
Some ‘of the kickers ought to have their 
pipes cleaned out before they complain 
that we are not treating them fairly.” 

From which it might be inferred that 
all of the gas pipes in St. Louis have be- 
come clogged suddenly. 

Supervisor of City Lighting O' Reilly takes 
the position that the city has practically 
no authority to poke up the gas company, 
because the whole franchise of the com- 
pany is in litigation and any action by the 
City Counselor would an admission of 
the validity of the franchise. Mr. O'Reilly 
said: 


d: 

„We make tests here in this office almost 
daily, but it cannot be said that they are of 
any value, because the company knows we 
make them, and can put good gas into the 
pipes to suit itself. 

“Our testing facilities are of little practi- 
cal value, because this is the only place 
where we make them. 

The company is certainly using water 
gas in its domestic supply system. It has 
been doing it, for à long time, and does not 
make any pretense of not doing it. Matters 
are in abeyance until after the Supreme 
Court passes on the franc ' 

“As to the quality of gas used, I have 
heard but few complaints. I suppose they 
are not made because it is considered prac- 
tically useless. I could not really say wheth- 
er the gas is bad or not.“
